In Spite of His Kruger Letters

Seat. 



London, Oct. 3 ::t0 a. in.)— Yester- 
day's polling in the parliamentary gen- 
eral election leaves the state of the par- 
ties at present as follows: 

Ministerialists, ITS. 
Liberals. 35, 
Nationalists, 10. 

Of the 232 seats thus- disposed of, the 
Ministerialists, or rather the Conserva- 
tives, have guined six and the Liberals 
seven. Increased Conservative majorities 
are especially noticeable in Loudon and 
Lancashire. 

Almost all the London divisions were 
polled- yesterday. Islington, Cluphnm 
aud Lambeth show heavy Unionist in- 
creases, and the same may bo said of 
Manchester, Salford and Blackburn. The 
representation of Manchester is not 
changed in any of the five districts, hut 
all the Conservative candidates secured 
big majorities. On the other bund, the 
Liberal majority for Mr. Charles 
Schwann in the north division of Man- 
chester was reduced from -loo, the figure 
of 1805; to 20'. 

So far from Mr. Henry Labouchere 
losing his seat in consequence of his cor- 
respondence with Mr. Kruger, Northamp- 
ton is now represented by two Liberals. 
Mr. Labouchere, however, did not head 
the poll. Dr. Chipman, who received 
the greatest number of votes cast, is a 
Liberal-Imperialist, The total Liberal 
vote in Northampton was slightly de- 
creased uud the total Unionist vote in- 
creased. 

A few Scottish constituencies have 
been polled. All sliow that the Liber- 
als are holding their own in Scotland. 

Among the interesting new Liberal 
members is Mr. Henry Norman, of the 
Loudon Daily Chronicle, who was elect- 
ed member for Wolverhampton, receiv- 
ing 3,701 votes, as against 3,332 cast for 
Mr. Hulton, Liberal-Unionist. The an- 
nouncement of John Burns' return was 
received with the -wildest enthusiasm. 

Uproarious scenes occurred in the Ber- 
moudaey division of Soutliwark, London, 
last evening, l'nrtly owing to tile disap- 
pointment felt at the inability of Mr. 
Winston Churchill, the newly elected 
member for Oldham, to make a speech 
lie had promised. Mr. Churchill wired 
that Mr. Balfour hail "commandeered 
him to speak at Stockport. Mr. Henry .1. 
C, Cust, former editor of the Pall Mall 
Gazette, undertook to speak in Mr. 
Churchill'* place, but was obliged to 
abandon the attempt and the meeting 
broke up in confusion. 

Scenes of intense excitement were to 
be witnessed along Fleet street, the 
Strand and the Embankment, as well as 
other points where the returns were ex- 
hibited, the even nature of the results 
serving lu maintain interest and to re- 
tain the thousands until a very late hour. 

The report of the polling in East Man- 
chester is the re-election of Mr. A. J. 
Balfour by a majority which exceeds by 
1,(177 votes the majority he secured at, 
the general election of ISOij. 

In Buttcrsca, John Burns has defeated 
Mr. Carton, the Conservative candidate, 
I lis majority, instead of falling below the 
figures of 1805, its one vote in excess of 
that by which he defeated Mr. Cridley 
Smith, Conservative, at the lute general 
elections. 

At Northampton, both candidates, Mr. 
Henry Labouchere and Dr. Chipman! 
were returned. 

In Swansea town, John Llewellyn, who 
represented the constituency in the late 
parliament in the Conservative interest, 
carrying it in 1805 by a majority of 421. 
against Mr. Burnie, Liberal, has been 
defeated by Sir George Ncwnes. 



FROM OTTAWA. 

Supreme Court Sits— Some Doubt as to 
Where First Contingent Will 
Disembark. 

Ottawa, Oct. 2.— The Supreme court 
met to-day, taking up Quebec appeals. 
The Chief Justice will not be able to 
tit this term.. 

A cable from Lord Strathcona this 
morning stated that three or four hun- 
dred men of the first contingent, Who 
sailed 011 Sunday from Capetown, will 
go direct to Montreal, calling at St. 
Helena.

H. Lewis, resides at Hartford, Conn., and 
that Miss Huston's mother resides a\ 
Mobile, Ala. Both ladies have been com- 
municated witii on the subject.

London, Oct. 3 (4:50 it. in.)— There is- 
no fresh news from China to-day except 
a Shanghai rumor that the allies have- 
captured Shan Hai Kwau and a report 
from Canton that mission property has 
been destroyed at Kuug Muu on the 
West river. 

Pekin, Sept. 20, via Taku, Sept. 29, and 
Shanghai, Oct. 2. — The German column, 
consisting of 1,700 men, under Gen. von 
Hoopfener, encountered a small Boxer 
force south of the imperial deer park 
yesterday, aud killed -10 of the Chinese 
during the light which followed. Tho 
Chinese were put to flight and scattered. 
Four Germans were wounded. Shi Sing, 
member of the Tea Li Yanieu and uuti- 
foreign statesman and a patron of tho 
Boxers, ha^s been captured in the imper- 
ial city by the Japanese. His fate has 
not been determined upon. 

The object of yesterday's movement 
south of the imperial hunting park was 
to punish the Chinese for iiring on a Gor- 
man patrol. General von HoopiiucFs 
forces, which included a battery, burned 
several villages where arms were found.. 

The German commander then proceed- 
ed to Nan Hung and dispersed a body 
of Boxers outside the town. Hulf were 
armed with ritles and the others with 
pikes aud swords. Some of them advanc- 
ed Lo within twenty yards of the Ger- 
man ritles, performing Boxer exercises,, 
and were mowed down. 

Berlin, Oct. 2.— The following is tho 
text of the Chinese Emperor's message, 
to Emperor William: 

''Greeting — That Your Majesty's minis- 
ter has fallen u victim to the rising, 
which suddenly broke out in China, with- 
out our officials being able to prevent it, 
whereby our friendly relations were dis- 
turbed, is deeply deplored and regretted. 
By decree we order that sacrifice be mada 
o.- the altar for the deceased, and Cliief 
Secretary Kun Yang has been instructed, 
to pour libations on the altar, while the 
commercial olliciuls of the northern and 
southern ports have been ordered to take 
needful measures concerning the convey- 
ance of the eollin of the deceased. When 
it reaches Germany a second offering 
will be made ou the altar. 

"Germany has always maintained, the 
friendliest relations with China. We, 
therefore, entertain the hope that Your 
Majesty will renounce all resentment, so 
that peace may he arranged as soon as 
possible, and that universal harmony be 
This is 



our most anxious hope and our most ar- 
dent wish." 

Emperor William replied, September 
I!0, as follows: 

"To the Emperor of China — I, the Ger- 
man Emperor, have received the tele- 
gram of Your Majesty, the Emperor of 
China. I have observed with satisfac- 
tion that Your Majesty is anxious to ex- 
piate, according to the custom and pre- 
cept of your religion, the shameful mur- 
der of my minister, which set at naught 
all civilization. Yet, as the German Em- 
peror is a Christian, I cannot regard that 
abominable crime as atoned for by a li- 
bation. Besides my murdered minister, 
there have gone before the throne of God 
a large number of our brethern of Chris- 
tian bishops and missionaries, women and 
children, who for the sake of their faith,, 
which is also mine, have died the violent 
deatli or martyrs, and are accusers of." 
Your Majesty. Do the libations com- 
manded by Your Majesty suffice for all 
these innocent ones? I do not make 
Your Majesty personally responsible for 
the outrage against the legations, which, 
are held inviolable among all other na- 
tions; not for the grievous wrongs done 
so many nations and faiths, and to tho 
subjects of Your Majesty of my Chris- 
tian faith. But the advisors of Y'our 
Majesty's throne and the officials on 
whose head rests the blood-guilt of a 
crime which lills all Christian -nations: 
with horror, must expiate their abomin- 
able deed. When Your Majesty brings 
them to the punishment they deserve, 
that I will regard as an expiation which., 
will satisfy the nations of Christians. It 
Your Majesty will use your imperial 
[lower for this purpose, accepting to that 
end the support of all the injured na- 
tions, 1, for my part, declare myself 
agreed on that point. For this my Gen. 
Field Marshal von Waldersee will ho 
instructed not only to receive Your Ma- 
jesty with tlie honors due your rank, but 
he will al«o afford Your Majesty the. 
military protection you may desire and 
which you may need against the rebels. 
I also long for peace, which atones for, 
the guilt which makes good wrongs done, 
and which offers to all foreigners in. 
China security for life and property, and,, 
above all. for the free service of their re- 
ligion. (Sighed) William I. It." 

Washington, Oct. 2.— Favorable news - 
has reached Washington from the Eu- 
ropean chancellors, indicating that a . 
complete agreement as to China is with-, 
in sight. The agreement will be on the • 
basis of the propositions laid down by 
Secictary Hay in his note. of July 3, and.; 
the subsequont notes treating of that 
subject. The accord of Russia with the 
United States is more complete than was. 
anticipated at first, and the report shows 
that all of the European nations prob- 
ably are placing themselves in a posi- 
tion to take advantage of the opening-, 
made by the United States and soon will 
be ready to begin negotiations for a set- 
tlement with the Chinese government. 
The Russians already have given notice 
of such purpose, and wdiile the text of 
the French note on this subject lias not 
reached the state department, the offi- 
cials are satisfied that France, like Rus- 
sia, is ready to negotiate at once. . Afc- 
for Germany, either the position of that.

The woman's screams were heard by Bob 
Nicholas, another negro, who was pass- 
ing along the road at the time. HtJjac 
to the house in time to see the negro 

•escape. As soon as Mr;. Harrington 
was brought back to consciousness, Nich- 

. olas gave the alarm. The news spread 
rapidly. All the stores were closed and 
the gins and saw mills shut down. The 
people gathered for a pursuit of the 
negro, the crowd dividing, some scouring 
the woods near the scene of the crime 
ami others went to the penitentiary for 
bloodhounds. The dogs were taken to 
where, the negro's tracks disappeared, 
and an exciting chase ensued. The dogs 
stopped finally at a tree on the outskirts 
of the town, the crowd coming upon 

-•discovered the negro sitting on a limb. 
He was brought down at once and taken 
to the scone of his crime. 

There he was confronted by his vic- 
tim, who positively identified him. A 
crowd of several hundred people gath- 
ered in the village. The negro was then 
taken to the edge of the village and sur- 
rounded by the mob. The preparations 
for death were quickly made. The man- 
ner of death was discussed by the mob 
ami to decide the matter a vote was tak- 

• en. 

The balloting showed a majority of the 
crowd- to favor death at the stake. 

The stake was prepared and tbe negro 
was hound to it with chains, pine knots 
were piled around him and the flames 
were started by the husband of the 
I negro's victim. As they leaped to the 
wretch's flesh his wild cries for mercy

Delegates Chosen by Striking 
Miners to Attend a Genera! 
Gathering. 



Philadelphia, Oct. 2.— No break has yet 
occurred in the ranks of the strikers. 
President Mitchell has said nothing as to 
the probability of an early convention of 
miners, and when (juestioned to-day on 
that subject, said that not a local union 
had requested the calling of a conven- 
tion. A significant move in this direc- 
tion, however, developed to-night at 
Shenandoah, where all the local branches, 
of the United Mine Workers held meet- 
ings and selected delegates to a conven- 
tion to be called later by President Mit- 
chell. This is the tirst announcement of 
the selection of convention delegates. 

The entire region is rjuiet to-day, uud 
very few mines were in operation. 

Shenandoah, Pa., Oct. 2.— Meetings of 
all the local branches of the United Mine 
Workers were held here to-night to elect 
delegates to the convention to be called 
later by Prenideut Mitchell. One dele- 
gate was chosen for every 200 members. 
According to Organizer C. S. Potter, teu 
delegates were elected by the Lithuani- 
ans, eight by the Poles, four by tin.' 
Greeks and three by the English-speaking 
mine workers. 

Rumors were prevalent here to-day that 
strikers had tired upon Sergt. Anthony, of 
the governor's troops, den. Gobin and 
Cupt. Ott, of the troops, say the men 
were hunting, and there is no evidencq 
to show that they tried to shoot An- 
thony. 

Hazelton, Oct. 2.— The Lehigh & 
Wilkesbarre Coal Company this after- 
noon posted notices at its Audenreid and 
Honeybrook collieries similar to those put 
up last night by the Lehigh Valley Coal 
Company. They are signed by General 
Superintendent Richards. This com- 
pany's 1111111*1 are located in the strong- 
hold of the- mine workers, in the Hazel- 
ton district. 

Shamokin, Pa., Oct. 2.— None of tho 
collieries in this place were started up 
this morning. The North Franklin, at 
Treverton, is still in operation with all 
luit twenty men in the mines. The Read- 
ing company :;j keeping a close watch 
that strangers do not trespass on its pos- 
sessions at Treverton. The deputies have 
been instructed to prevent strikers from 
canvassing the men going to and return- 
ing from work. 

Shenandoah, P::., Oct. 2.— Supt. Zin- 
her, of the Lehigh Coal & Navigation 
t'o.'s collieries at Lansford, to-day in- 
formed the Associated Press correspon- 
dent that no trouble was anticipated in 
the Panther Creek valley. "We have 
ten collieries their. employing 5,000 
men." said Mr. Zinher, "and they arc; 
working with full force. No attempt was 
made this morning to interfere with our 
workmen, and wo do not think this striko 
will affect our collieries." 

The superintendent said that he un- 
derstood that a few mine workers who 
had joined the union at a meeting last 
night at Lansford, were already mem- 
bers, having enrolled themselves the 
previous day at Coaldale.

Freight Rat.es Thought to Have 
Reached the Limit— Willapa 
Sails. 



The (Jleituftu ship Carl, 1,010 touts, 
which is bringing general cargo for Vic- 
toria merchants, consigned to llobert 
Warfjt & -Co., .from Liverpool, and the 
Brit jsli bark KillmuJtie, 1,519 tons, with 
a f.till cargo of Car-diff coul for the navy 
atj l^smiiinalt, are due. Both vessels left 
1 Jheir respective ports on May 1 and are 
toow wit 150 days. The fact that they 
loft on tin? eaiile day is giving the spur 
live shipping men a chance to make lit- 
tle side wagers on which will be the 
first to arrive. 

The arrival of the Carl is being look- 
ed for almost as eagerly by I'ortlaul 
skipping men as those resident here, for 
(when she has discharged her merchandise 
at this port she is chartered to proceed 
there lo load wheat fur the United 
Kingdom or the continent. Her arrival 
is being looked for with more interest 
than customary because of the scarcity 
of tonnage for grain. The freight mar- 
ket for both grain and lumber has now 
reached the highest point attained Jot 
years and it still tending upward. Tilere 
i* but one suitable disengaged ship now 
on the Coast. As mucu as 15 shillings 
is bid, and 51s. 3d. asked for u spot ship 
at Tacoma or on the Sound. 

Because of the scarcity of sailing ves- 
sels and the high prevailing rates the 
steamer Robert Adamson, which has 
been carrying coal on the Coast, has 
been taken as a grain carrier. She is 
chartered to load grain at Tacoma for St. 
Vincent for orders. The fact that the 
erstwhile collier has been taken for 
wheat may mark the maximum for Hail- 
ing vessels at 50 shillings, which the 
Adamson is receiving, for it has usually 
been the case when freights reach a 
point where steam can compete with sail, 
there is no further advance. 

Another fact whteh points to the high 
point in freights having been reached is 
the increased amount of tonnage now en 
route to the Coast, particularly to Brit- 
ish Columbia and the Sound. There is 
now a much larger licet en. route here 
than at this time in the past five yi;ars 
or more. The big fleet en route includes 
no less than six vessels coming from Liv- 
erpool with general cargo for Victoria 
and Vancouver merchants. 

Strange to say, one of the big fleet 
en route to Coast points, a French bark 
from London for Portland, is coming to 
the Coast in ballast. She is attracted 
by the high rates prevailing, but it is 
probable no vessel other than one receiv- 
ing the big French 'lounty could take 
such a long voyage in" ballast nud hud 
profit in a charter even nt the extreme 
rates now ruling. 

The demand for .'umber carriers: con- 
tinues strong as ever. The raters for 
loading nt British Columbia and Sound 
mills now prevailing are as frl'ows. Syd- 
ney, 51s. 'Ml.; Melbourne or Adelaide, 
00s.; Port Pirie, 57s. (id. to 00s.; Fre- 
mantle, 70s.; Oeraldton, 71s. 3d.; West 
Coast, 02s. 0d., Pisagua range; Callao 
direct, 01s. 3d.; Buenos Ayres. 70s. to 
71s. 3d.; Hongkong, 0'Js. Od.; Shanghai, 
C5s.; Kale Chow, 70s.; Nagasaki, 00s., 
l'ort Arthur, 70s.; Tien Tsin. 75s.; Taku, 
70s.; New Chang, 70s.; Vhidivostoek, 
05s.; South Africa, 75s.; United TJing- 
dom, S7s. (id. The market is steady and 
firm all along the line, with an upward 
tendency in rates for South Africa. 

Besides the loaded vesseis due, the ,T. 
B. Brown, which is coming from ■Hono- 
lulu to load onother lumber cargo for 
Australia at Chemaiuu.s the Rufus 10. 
Wood, en route from Dutch Harbor to 
load lumber at Chemninus, ond tin' bark 
Carrolton are expected shortly. The 
first-named is now fully due.

The 
Duchess, although herself 4hp owner tl 
jewels more beautiful and costly than 
those in "the llig Lif," and, recognizing 
the bag on the table at the dressmaker's 
after the Countess had left, could not 
rewist the temptation lo possess herself 
of it. 

"Since then," the priest declared, "the 
poor lady had not known a moment's 
peace. Sleeping or waking, her crime ap- 
pears before her, aud she seen herself in 
court, in prison, and finally in hell. This 
morning she came to me and confessed, 
My lips are Mealed as to her name — but 
here is the little hag. It has uot been 
opened." The same evening a special 
messenger took the precious Russia leath- 
er bag lo the Countess, and to-day she 
withdrew her charge of theft against "a 
person or persons unknown." 

The case of the Marquis de Nan ten il- 
ly is worth consideration, principally be- 
cause he went out of the usual line of 
the polished villain, and, instead of going 
in for diamonds and bonds in his own ar- 
istocratic circle, descended to the lifting 
of cheap watches in the ntieets and burg- 
lary in small shops in the poorer quar- 
ters. If be hud been a more experienced 
thief lie might still he at liberty, for his 
detection was quite accidental. 

A real Paris detective, it seems, was 
supping about 1 o'clock Sunday morning 
in a little restaurant in the Belleville dis- 
trict, where scverai of these small burg- 
laries had recently occurred. At a table 
near him sat the noble Marqilw and a 
"pal," who were looking over a number 
of watches in their possession — so many, 
in fact, that the detective thought there 
were more than any two men could pos- 
sibly need to tell the time by. When 
they went out the detective followed 
them, and twenty minutes later saw them 
force the door of a fruit shop. He sum- 
moned assistance, and they were captured 
inside the building. The companion of 
the Marquis turned out to be n well 
known school teacher, who until very 
recently had been in receipt of a high 
salary in an academy in the south of 
France. Five thousand dollars' worth of 
property was found in the possession of 
the two men.

The Financial News sounds a warning 
note in regard to British Imperialism* 
which, it says, is threatened by the course 
attributed to the Imperial Government in 
negotiating its new treaty with Ger- 
many. It will be remembered that the 
adoption of the plan of British preference 
by Canada led to a protest from Belgium 
and Germany. By the terms of the com- 
mercial treaties with those countries, 
they wen- entitled to be placed upon the 
same footing in colonial markets as the 
Mother Country, and Great Britain 
found herself compelled to choose be- 
tween rejecting the offer of a preference 
from Canada and the denouncing of. the 
treaties in question. The latter course 
was taken, and since August 1, 1S9S, ne- 
gotiations have been in progress between 
Great Britain anil Germany for a new 
treaty, the old one remaining in force in 
the meanwhile under a modus Vivendi 
it is alleged that in the treaty now be- 
ing framed Canada is not included, but is 
left to be dealt with by Germany in such 
a way as may suit the purposes of the 
German government.

It is 
reported that he intends to issue a peace 
proclamation on October 10th, the anni- 
versary of the declaration of war. if 
this proves to be the case, he will doubt- 
less return home immediately thereafter. 
Arrangements tire alreatly being made iu 
view of tin' anticipated proclamation. 
Baden-Powell is to have charge of the

Under the British system, treaties do 
not come before parliament for discus- 
sion, and particulars regarding them can 
only be ascertained by some one 
calling special attention to them 
and moving for information or 
asking questions* after notice. Gen. 
Laurie asked about the German 
treaty during the last session, and tie.' 
News says that Mr. Balfour's reply was 
substantially that Germany proposed to 
retaliate upon Canada, ami that the 
British government intended to do noth- 
ing in the premises. This .suems hardly 
credible', and the News is not at all ex- 
treme in describing such action on the 
part of the British government as in- 
famous. This is ii strong word, but if 
Great Britain lias no better return for 
Canadian patriotism than to allow this 
country to be subjected on account of it, 
to the operations of a hostile tariff, it 
will be impossible to find words too em- 
phatic to use in condemnation. The News 
points out that New Zealand and the 
Australian Commonwealth propose to fol- 
low the example of Canada, and it asks 
if they arc likely to do mo if such action 
will entail hostile tariffs specially de- 
signed to discriminate against them be- 
cause of their preference to the Mother 
Country. '"Such a course of action, 
says the News, "is so cowardly and 
mean, so mad and unpatriotic, that we 
liuil it difficult to believe that it is real- 
ly in contemplation." We know the dan 
ger of being misled by lirst reports, anc 
that at election times, even in Great 
Britain, facts are likely to be distorted, 
but if tlie statements of the Financial 
Nev»s are at all correct, Canada seems 
likely to receive some very scurvy treat- 
ment ii t the hands ot the Salisbury gov- 
ernment. If British preference means 
that the rest of the world will shut its 
doors against our products, there may 
.go up from this side of the Atlantic a 
cry that shinned England thirty years 
•ago, and the people of Canada may say 
of British preference: 

' So loyal is too coolly." 
We prefer not to complete the quota- 
tion. We are not without a hope that 
the protests to which such statements, 
as those made in the News, are certain 
to give rise, will have die effect of nip- 
ping in the bud any such scheme as is 
above referred to. We do not know if 
it is the practice of the Imperial govern- 
ment to communicate to the Colonial 
.government the substance of any treaties 
particularly affecting them; but if it la 
not, it. ought to be. We protest that be- 
fore the Imperial government negotiates

EXTRA LATERAL RIGHTS. 

Americans Cling To Old Out-Of-Date 
Spanish 'Ways. 

From Rosslaud Miner. 

One of the wisest moves ever .made by 
the British Columbia legislature was the 
abolition of the apex law with its extra- 
lateral rights. Extra-lateral rights still 
inure to the claims taken up before the 
law was passed. There was an example 
of the evil effects ot this law in the 
litigation over the matter of the apex of 
a vein which arose between the Centre 
Star aud tho iron .Mask companies. The 
litigation, which was resultless, wus the 
most costly that has ever occur ed be- 
tween companies operating lode mines in 
this province. Happily, the number of 
claims taken up under the old law, and 
to which extra-lateral rights are attach- 
ed, is 'not very large. A glance at the 
mining map or the Trail Creek division 
will show this. Tie square claims aro 
those taken up under the new law, while 
the parallelograms are those which were 
staked when the law gave the owners of 
claims extra-lateral rights. The law was 
obnoxious because it led to a great deal 
or useless litigation , and under its cloak 
those who developed valuable mining pro- 
perties were often robbed of the fruits of 
their toil and investment by consciousless 
but stronger companies, who employed 
hordes of experts to sustain their con- 
tentions. It least this has been the ex- 
perience of the miners of the United 
States with the law, anil it is regarded 
there by many us a law under which 
spoliation i« carried on as a relic of bi 
barism.

VANCOUVER NEWS. 

Slave Lake Power— Inspection of Fruit— 
The Normal School. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Oct. 2.— The C. II. Mack- 
intosh syndicate have undertaken to en- 
gineer tho big Stave Lake power proposi- 
tion, by which it is hoped to transfer 
from Sta,-e Lake to Vancouver ami New 
Westminster an 18,000 horse power, and 
supply it to customers. 

It is said that the capital required to 
put tho scheme in working order will be 
$100,000. Mr. Mackintosh will direct his 
whole attention for the present to pushing 
the present scheme to a wuccessful issue. 

Thos. Wilson, fruit inspector, has an- 
nounced that the site for the new station 
for the inspection of fruit trees coming 
into the province from the United States, 
will be in Vancouver. 

A. Robinson, superintendent of educa- 
tion, and the Vancouver hoard of school 
trustees have met and arranged for the 
proposed Normal school In Vancouver. 
Mr. Robinson thanked the board for their 
liberality in setting aside three rooms in 
the High school tor the purpose, and 
stated that at lirst the stall of the new 
Normal school would consist of Inspector 
Wilson, Mr. Blair and hhnseif. He ex- 
pected -10 pupils from the different cities 
of British Columbia at the start.

A HEROIC ACT. 

Former Victorian Bisks His Life to Save 
Another. 

The Nelson Miner makes the following 
reference to a heroic act of Capt. David 
Kurt/., son of Mrs. I). Kurtz, and a 
nephew- of ex-Mayor Redfern, of this 
city: 

"James Steers, of the tug Proctor, nar- 
rowly escaped drowning in Kootenay 
lake," below Pilot Bay, 'yesterday after- 
noon. Only for the heroic action of dipt. 
1). George Kurtz he would have lost his 
life. The tug was taking a barge of fif- 
teen cars to Kootenay Landing, and as 
it neared Rhinoceros Point the barge 
\vus struck by a heavy sea and manage- 
ment became exceeding difficult The 
crew was forced to draw tho barge by a 
tow line, and while getting the tug into 
position, .Steers was caught by the cable 
and thrown into the water. In a desper- 
ate struggle, and although incapable of 
swimming, he caught the tow line, which 
kept his held above water. Capt. Kurtz 
plunged to his rescue. There was only 
one man left on the ttiir, and at the cries 
for help from the men in the water, he 
lowered the life boat, but in the heavy 
waves it was washed away and lost. He 
could do nothing to help, as he had to 
stear the tug and keep it running full 
ahead to keep the cable tight and the 
men out of_the water.

Tin? lecture was mainly an exposition 
of the causes of trouble in the ecomoni- 
cnl world and the application of Chris- 
tianity to the same. There was though 
nothing in the discourse— as is often the 
case — of antagonism, no prejudice on 
either side. It was more the talk of the 
man than of the minister. 

The reverened lecturer traced the 
course of competition from thu.days when 
our predecessors hit each other with 
stone things to the present day, when 
the masters of finance control the labor- 
er and the world "contains thirty great 
peaks, on which sit as many plutocrats, 
from whom the masses at the foot of 
the peaks crave permission to live." He 
detailed how the giant came to the head 
of the age when the man who swung 
the heaviest club ruled his fellows; of 
how >'. '>-' : sf captain came to the top 
in li .ivo of *!'e '^udal system; the 
age oi competition of skilled workers 
when the man who did the best and most 
work came forward; and of the days of 
the machine, when the organizer of la- 
bor was the man who came to the front; 
then of the later days of the rulers of 
finance — ot the host operator in the mon- 
ey market— the plutocrats who sit at the 
head of the great trusts. 

When a man sees a machine, said the 
speaker, he asks the maker what it is 
for, ami so when a man wants to know 
what the universe is for he must also ask 
the maker. The answer would be that 
the universe was creater for the develop- 
ment of man and his happiness — that is, 
if the machine works well, but the re- 
sults are not in harmony with the al- 
leged design. The ideal condition would 
involve the necessity of having every 
man placed in that place where his par- 
ticular faculties find the best and most 
useful profession, and in which there 
would exist in the mass of men a unity 
of purpose. 

The lectnre defined on e of the evils 
of the industrial system to exist in the 
waste of energy by the misplacing of 
men; their imperfect preparation for the 
tasks and i:: being out of place. Anoth- 
er evil also touched upon was the dis- 
intregation of society by the grouping 
o fthe classes around the opposite poles 
and walks of life, the distances between 
which were emphasized by the individual 
development and non-personal character 
of industrial relations. The average em- 
ployer was now not an individual, but 
a joint stock corporation, and the man 
who employed labor a stranger to those 
who labored for him. There was no hu- 
man bond between employer and laborer. 
The present difficulties were augmented 
by the fact that education was broad- 
cast among the workers and the aspira- 
tions were consequently higher, and yet 
the opportunities for responding to them 
not developed equally. In consequence 
there was discontent, 

From the standpoint of the Christian it 
was clear that it was possible to so or- 
ganize men as to have them in relations 
in which they can harmoniously do the 
world's work and at the same time ac- 
complish their individual development 
and general good. Such an organiza- 
tion, however, can only exist where proof 
of individual action ceases to be self- 
interest and becomes self-sacrifice for the 
general good. That is the teachings of 
Christ. 

This was the effect of the lecture, 
which wile aptly embellished with poetic 
selections and extracts which were not 
without interest. That poem of John 
Kcndrick Bangs, the famous American 
humorist, "The One Speech of William 
the Silent," dealing with the use of the 
egotistical personal pronoun, was a 
gem. The audience was a medium sized 
one, anil from the frequency of the ap- 
plause it is safe to take this as a cri- 
terion that it was well entertained. 

A Club oh Christian socialistic lines is 
now being formed fit the Metropolitan 
Methodist church. A meeting, at which 
Itr-v. Elliott S. Rowe presided, was held 
on Tuesday last, at which there was an 
attendance of seventy-five men, and it 
was then decided to form a men's Out- 
look Club, for the purpose of cultivating 
social intercourse aud discussing ques- 
tions of public interest, the untimutc 
purpose being Uto development of insti- 
tutional church work. A committee was 
appointed to draft a resolution.

THE CASUALTIES. 

The British Nel Losses Only Number 
About Ten Thousand. 

From South Africa. 

General Botha was not magnanimous 
when he released the Nooitgedncht pris- 
oners: he was simply consulting his 
own interest from a commissariat point 
of view. Still, whatever the cause, with 
the happy release of these prisoners that 
item on our list of casualties is practi- 
cally wiped off the slate. The Official 
list of casualties' gives the total diminu- 
tion ot fighting strength since the cam- 
paign began as -10,301, or nearly a fifth 
of the aggregate force under arms. But 
on analyzing the details it comes out 
quite clearly that the real decrease is 
very much less, especially now that our 
captured soldiers are again available for 
duty. It is, however, under the head- 
ing, "sent home as invalids " that the 
official calculation of losses is most likely 
to mislead the uncritical reader. The 
total, as given, amounts to 28,4!)7 of all 
rank'i but fewer than 2,000 are recorded 
an permanently disabled, and even of 
these nearly 1,000 are still in hospital, 
and may recover to complete their terms 
of military service. Adding the re- 
leased "captives to the rehabilitated in- 
valids, it is reasonably safe to estimate 
that the numerical strength of the Brit- 
ish army us a whole is not permanently 
diminished by more than 10,000 casual- 
ties. Lord Itobertri' command in particu- 
lar, of course, is reduced to a much 
larger extent, as only a comparatively 
small proportion of those iuvalided home

But their presence in England enables 
the military authorities to despatch con- 
tinuous reinforcements which would 
otherwise have to bo retained on the 
borne establishment for insular 6ervico. 
An actuarial correspondent of the 
Times says: A comparison of the rates 
of mortality in South Africa with those 
incurred by odicers and men during the 
Franco-German war of 1S70-71 produces 
some interesting results. Olllcial figures 
are available showing the fortunes of a 
mean strength of 25,960 omcerts and 
SG'J.SOO men who took part in the great 
campaign. Battle and wounds account- 
ed for 1,050 olllcore and 2(j,G*J7 men, 
while 144 ofllcers and 10,9-12 men met 
.their deaths from disease. There were 
some other casualties from accident- and 
causes unknown. The rates of mortality 
worked out at: Officers, G5.5 per 1,000 
killed or died of wounds, and S.9 per 
1,000 died from disease nnd other causes; 
total, 74.4 per 1.000. Non-commiasioued 
plUcers and men killed or died of wounds, 
§0.9 per 1,000, died front disease, etc., 
14.2 per 1,000— totnl, 45.1 per 1,000. 
Here we see a large discrepancy between 
the number of olllcers nnd of men killed 
in battle; but while- in the France-Ger- 
man war an officer bad a double chance 
of being killed ns compared with his 
men, in South Africa the British officer 
had to face three and a half chances.

1. All sick Chinese or Japanese must send 
or give notlee of their Illness to the Health 
Officer or Police Constnble In the district 
where bucIi Chinese or Jnpanese reside. 

2. Physicians In attendance on sick Chi- 
nese or Japanese shall notify the Health 
Ofiicer or Chairman of the Local Board of 
Dealth In Municipalities; or, If in an out- 
lying district, the Government Agent must 
be notified. Such notification should state 
the cause of illness and the condition of the 
glands throughout the body of the sick per- 
son, and should be delivered to tlie Health 
Officer, Chairman of the Local Board of 
Health or Government Agent, as the case 
may be, at the earliest possible ouportu 
nlty. 

3. In City Municipalities the Medlea: 
nealth Officer shall be notified within six 
hours of the denth of any Chinese or Japa- 
nese, by the person on whose premises fiue>i 
death occurred, or by some relntion or per- 
son having charge of the person so dying. 

•). In Rural Municipalities, the Medical 
Health Officer, or the Chairman or Secre- 
tary of the Local Board of Health must be 
notified within six hours of such death; and 
In outlying dlstrlctu, the Hivcrnment Agent 
or Police Constnble shall be notified within 
twelve hours after such /i.,n<>, or as soon 
after as possible. Certificates ai to the 
cause of death must be signed by the 
Health Officer in Municipalities, and in out- 
lying districts by the Government Agent or 
some person duly authorized by him.

Mr, \V. W. Stumbles, of the Dominion 
marine ami fisheries department, bus re- 
turned Irom the headwaters of the 
Fraser river and will Qevote the next 
few days to looking into the affairs of 
the Victoria, Vancouver and Nanaimo 
pilotage boards, visiting for that purpose 
.Nanaimo, ConiOX and Ludyisiuith. 

During the trip he has just completed 
Mr. Stumbles visited the south fork of 
the Quesnel river to inspect the iieh- 
way built as agreed by the Golden ltiver 
Quesnel Company. He found that the 
tish were ascending the Bshway, it work- 
ing (iuite satisfactory. Most of the tifih 
in the river were but half grown, only 
one out of twenty-five being matured. 
These half-grown lish do not spawn. 
There were a few cohoes. Having heard 
• that there was an obstruction in the San 
■Juan river, which rises at Williams lake 
aud Hows into the Fraser, Mr. Stumbles 
went up the river to its full length, but 
found no obstructions as reported. The 
Indians at several places were catching 
liBU. for their own use, and most of these, 
like those in the Quesnel, were halt- 
grown, although the Indians had some 
mature lish. In former years Mr. Stum- 
Ijlos found the lish at these places much 
larger thau they are this season. 

A visit was also paid to Lillooet, Sea-' 
ton and Auderson lake, but not Oft fish- 
eries business." There are two steumert? 
on Seatou lake, carrying freight for the, 
miners, and he beard that mining opera- 
tions were extensive in the Bridge river 
country- The veins are not large, but 
they are numerous. 

Considerable damage, Mr. Stumbles 
says, was done to the hay and grain in 
the upper country by the late rains. On 
the wild meadowtj much of the hay will 
not be harvested, and the ranchers bad 
some difficulty in saving their grain. 

Since his return to the Coast the in- 
spector has visited Salmon Arm, where 
the department is erecting a hatchery. 
•Work on this is proceeding satisfactor- 
ily

A new Godsball straight line roasting 
furnace id to be established at the Hall 
Mines smelter at once, and wilt prob- 
ably be in operation in less than 'M days, 
says the Nelson Miner. The undertak- 
ing, which includes the installation of 
the furnace, building and extra power, 
will amount to an expenditure of over 
.$20,000. The hearth of the furnace is 
to be 12 feet wide and 120 feet long, 
making it oue of the largest ever put 
into operation in British Columbia. It 
in one of the latest improvements and 
is known as a mechanical roaster. The 
ore pulp is to be stirred by machinery 
consisting of long carriers, with string- 
ing bars attached every 2i) feet. This 
does away with the itirriug of the oie 
by hand, as is done in connection witn 
the furnaces at present in operation at 
the smelter. This will necessitate the se- 
curing of more power. Men have already 
been working upon the found ili ui, vhieh 
is now about completed. A large Hue 
from the new furnace to the luain Binoki 
stack, will be constructed. The buildin 
lo accommodate the furnace will be 10 
feet wide and 150 feet long. It is re- 
ported that the smelter officials ate con- 
templating other extensive improvements 
at the smelter after the first of the com- 
ing year. Since the starting of the smel- 
ter a few weeks ago, the shipments of 
ore from the various mines of the Nel- 
son mining district have been exceeding- 
ly large. 

The Nelson Tribune states that the 
Kootenay Lake Telephone Company is 
considering the construction of a line 
from Cascade to Kossland along the 
Dewdney trail. II. r*,\ Kent, general 
manager, is in the city mil leaves to- 
morrow to ride over tfie trail, with a 
view of ascertaining if the proposed route 
is feasible.

The News has repeat- 
edly advocated an assay office us the 
surest medium, through which not only 
the miner wouid get the full value of his 
gold, but wherein the government would 
derive a greater revenue at a minimum 
cost than it docs to-day from its burden- 
some ten per cent, royalty tax, half of 
which is never collected. An assay of- 
fice, properly conducted and with honest 
officials and clerks, would end all trouble. 
Gold dUMt should then be debarred as a 
medium of exchange, both in town and oi, 
the creeks, and every miner should be 
compelled to send his product to the as- 
say office for exchange into currency. All 
miners' wages would, of course, alsu 
have to be paid in currency, so that pokes 
and dust would be a thing ot the past. 
By charging a small percentage of, say, 
2 or 2'/-j per cent, for exchange, the as- 
sa.v olllce would become self-supporting, 
besides having a complete check on every 
ounce of gold produced in the teritory. A 
stringent law might also be made to pre- 
vent the smuggling of gold dust out of 
the country with a confiscation penalty 
attached, which would of itself prevent 
any such attempt and force the gold all 
into the assay olllce. The general oppo- 
sition manifested by the miners to the 
reduction of the present standard should 
be heeded by the merchants, 'l'he finan- 
cial question of any country is always a 
dangerous one to handle, especially when 
it involves- a change in standard. It 
would therefore be the part of wisdom 
for the board of trade to make hasty 
slowly in tlie matter and to concentrate 
all its efforts in seeming an assay olflce 
for Dawson. The true solution of it all 
lies in that.

MONTREAL'S WELCOME. 

How Beech and His Comrades Were Re- 
ceived— Yankee Bluejackets 
Join. 

The Montreal Star of September 20 
devotes a couple of columns to the en- 
thusiastic welcome given in Canada's 
commercial metropolis to the invalided 
soldiers with whom Private A. E. Beech, 
of Victoria, Private Greaves, of Van- 
couver, and Trooper Fuller, of Fort 
Steele, were included. 

Besides the citizens who turned out 
en masse., there was n large representa- 
tion of all the militia regiments of Mon- 
treal, and the Star notes the following 
little incident that proves the good feel- 
ing existing between the Britaius and 
the United States: 

"A pleasing feature of the demonstra- 
tion was the part taken by the members 
of the naval reserve of the state of Ohio, 
now in port on the training ship Hawk. 
The amateur soldiers became acquainted 
with the returning Canadians at Quebec, 
and reaching port last evening, heard of 
tlie demonstration which was organized, 
and immediately resolved to join in it. 
Some twenty-live members of the crew, 
including the officers, joined the turn 
out and inarched through the city streets 
just in the rear of the men from South 
Africa. 

"After the evening demonstration was 
over, the Victoria Rifles bugle corps es 
corted the naval reserve men to their 
vessel. Here Lieut. -Commander Wirt 
was called upon for a speech, and he 
responded, addressing the assemblage 
from the bridge. His speech was grace- 
ful and courteous and was received With 
rounds of applause." 

The Star has the following reference 
to Private Beech: 

"The boys had a lot of good stories to 
tell, and they were consequently the cen- 
tre of groups of iuterested auditors dur 
ing the evening. Most of the stories 
were entertaining and humorous to a 
degree, especially those told by Private 
Beech, of British Columbia, who, al 
though in his 27th year only, has seen 
much of the world, and has taken part 
in no less than five campaigns. He was 
all through the Matabele and Buchnna- 
land wars; he formed one of the detach 
ment of troops sent to the Yukon by tin 
I Canadian government, a little over two 
| years ago; he subsequently enlisted with 
I the American army for the Spanish-Am 
I erienn war, and on his return again went 
to the Yukon. In October of last year 
he joined the first contingent, and was 
I with the British Columbia company at 
| Paardobcrs, where he was twice wound- 
j cd, one of the bullets passing through 
his chest and the other through both of 
Ills legs. He was removed to the field 
! hospital and placed on a stretcher in close 
! proximity to that occupied by Capt. Ar- 
| nold. His wounds were considered mor- 
tal and he was given up by the sur- 
] goons. Contrary to general expectations, 
I he recovered and was eventually invalid- 
, cO to England. 

! "Private Beech tells some amusing 
stories of the way in which the marks- 
manship and the Intr'sooing performances 
of tlit' Strnthconns confounded and be- 
wildered the Boers."

IVlfneral Deposits of Undoubted 
Richness and Coast Line 
Full of Beauty. 



'"Wily the people of Victoria have so 
long neglected to pay proper attention ti 
tlie attractions and resources of the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island, Ls somethin 
I eaunot understand." 

Such was the remark made by James 
Thomson, manager of the Hudson's Bay 
Co., to a Colonist, representative yiwter 
day. Mr. Thomson is just back from an 
eight-days' trip to points on the West 
Coast. He went as far as Cape Scott, 
stopped at each of the calling places en 
route, visited the miues and talked with 
the residents and those who are engaged 
in developing the numerous mining pro- 
perties at the different sections visited. 

As a result, Mr. Thomson returned 
brimful of enthusiasm regarding the fu- 
ture of the West Coast. He is not a 
mining man, nor has he any particular 
knowledge of mining; but from what he 
saw and from the conversations which he 
had with reliable men, he has not tlie 
shadow of a doubt but that a great fu- 
ture in store for the West Coast us a 
mineral producing region. 

The one subject discussed at each of 
the points visited was mines and mining, 
There is not a great amount of prospect- 
ing going on, but the owners of the nu- 
merous claims under proceeds of develop- 
ment are all sanguine of success. One 
thing which impressed Mr. Thomson very 
strongly in connection with the possibil- 
ities in regard to the mining industry on 
the West Coast, was the proximity of 
the various properties to tide-water, al- 
lowing ore to be placed on shipboard with 
little or no expense. In several instances 
it is possible for the ore to bo placed 
directly on shipboard from the mines 
without any haulage whatever, so closo 
may shi|is go to the scene of operations 

Mr. Thomson visited Wreck Bay and 
witnessed the mining operations now in 
progress there in the black sand de- 
posits. There can be no doubt whatever, 
be says, in regard to the value of tho 
discoveries at that point. There is a 
vast quantity of paying sand ami gravel 
the small gang of men now at. work on 
the different claims taking out from $1S 
to $30 per day. Mr. Thomson was per- 
mitted to pan a quantity of the black 
sand, taken indiscriminately from the 
beach, and as a result of that personal 
test, he has no doubt whatever of the ex- 
istence of gold in that locality in paying 
(iuantities. 

The miners operating at "Wreck Bay 
are particularly fortunate in the matter 
of obtaiuing an adequate supply of wa- 
ter for sluicing purposes. A short dis- 
tance back from the beach is a lake, from 
which an ample supply of water is easily 
drawn. At the time of Mr. Thomson's 
visit the millers were preparing to ex- 
tend the sluice the whole distance oi 
the beach, where the black sand deposits 
are found, and the washing operations 
should shortly be pursued on a very ex- 
tensive scale. 

Mr. Thomson visited the Scandinavian 
colony at Cape Scott, and afterwards 
went to Coal Harbor. At the latter 
point, where extensive work is going ou 
in the way of investigating the coal- 
bearing capabilities of that particular 
section, he was informed that drilling 
operations had resulted in locating heavy 
coal deposits and natural gas, the latter 
when tapped burning with great bril- 
liancy. 

Altogether, Mr. Thomson's visit was a 
revelation to him— not only in the sense, 
that he was able to obtain a fairly ac- 
curate idea of the tremendous possibil- 
ities which the future boldta ?;•'.' the de- 
velopment of the great mineral resources 
on the West Coast, but because he had 
an opportunity of beholding what he be- 
lieves is as charming a scene of great 
natural beauty as is to be found on th 
Western Coast of America. 

The towering mountains, some of then 
snow-clad ail the year round, the preoi 
pilous rock shores, the wide harbors, 
the long reaches inland of the numerous 
arms of the sea, tlie myriads of thickly 
wooded islands, and the thousands of 
cosy nooks and bays all along the const, 
make a scene of surpassing splendor 
as the vessel goes from point to point oij 
her journey. 

So sure is Mr. Thomson that once tho 
scenic beauties of the West Const are 
known it will attract widespread atton 
tion from tourists, that the ('. P. 1 N. Co 
—of which be is managing director— will 
next summer arrange to run excursion 
steamers on the route regularly during 
the season.

Big Strike in 

Porcupine 



Provincial Mineralogist Brings 
News of Stampede to New 
Placer Dijjg!ngs. 



Fifty-Five Claims Recorded in 
One Day In British 
Territory. 



"A stampede to the rich placer dig- 
gings of the Porcupine district is now on, 
and it will be renewed with added vigos 
as soon as the season opens in the spring, 
Men are now tumbling over one another 
in their haste to record claims." 

So said Provincial Mineralogist Rob- 
ertson, wh<> has just returned from a trip 
to the North, to a Colonist reporter yes- 
terday. Mr. Robertson accompanied tho 
Porcupine commission North. He visit- 
ed Atliu and was much impressed with 
the outlook in that section. He returned 
from Atlin to Skagway, and wont up the 
Chilcat river and into the Porcupine dis- 
trict, to Kainy Hollow, the scene of the 
latest excitement. 

At the time of his visit rich placer 
strikes had been made on Bear creek and 
Clear creek, which How into the Chilcat 
12 miles above its junction with tho 
Klehena. The strikes were made by the 
very men who staked the discxr-er* 
claims in Atlin, and there s»\"i,- u . ,' • ' • 
about there genuineness. The o '•>■ 
ment was at fever heat, and a stampedu 
was in progress from all directions. The 
day Mr. Robertson left no less than 55 
claims had been recorded. He is of the 
opinion that thousands will be attracted 
to the district in the spring. 

Am to tlie new finds being in Canadian 
territory, Mr. Robertson says there can- 
not be the shadow of a doubt. Tlie 
ground is located fully 10 miles north of, 
the provisional boundary. 

He was much impressed with the won- 
ders of tlie new North. Atlin townsite, 
he says, is most charmingly situated. 
The weather was beautifully clear and 
the atmosphere dry mid bracing.

Mr. Freig, a sugar planter, of Trinidad, 
has been visiting several of the Canadian 
cities discussing with prominent business 
men in an unofficial way the question of 
improved trade relations between Can- 
ada and that island. Alter spending a 
fortnight in this city, he will sail for the 
Old Country to visit Glasgow, his native 
city. 

In a short but interesting invcrview 
yesterday afternoon Mr. Groig discussed 
in a practical way the proposed commer- 
cial arrangement between Canada and 
the West Indieci. In reply to my ques- 
tion as to the attitude of the Trinidad 
people towards reciprocity, he said: 

"The sentiment, as far as I know, is 
in favor of closer trade relations with 
Canada. That could be seen by the vote 
on the American treaty. The legislative 
council voted to ratify the treaty with 
the United States by using the official 
vote. The majority of tho unofficial 
members were against the United States 
treaty. But we were already committed 
to the scheme. The government had 
sent commissioners to Washington with 
power to negotiate a treaty, and I have 
no doubt they felt in honor bound to 
ratify the treaty. Even then the senri- 
ment in Trinidad was in favor of closer 
trade relations with Canada. The un- 
official members of the council, not be- 
ing under any influence or obligation, 
were not so bound and were divided in 
opinion. 

"Later on, when the United Stales 
applied for an extension of twelve 
months to ratify the treaty, there was 
a unanimous vote of the legislative coun- 
cil against extending the time. This ac- 
tion of the council practically shelved 
tho question that unanimous vote ex- 
presses the felling of the council and 
Trinidad better than anything else." 

"Are there tiny objections to the pro- 
posed arrangement with Canada':" 

"An objection to better trade relations 
that I have heard used as an argument 
i« that Canada is not developed enough 
to take all our products. I look at this 
quest ion in too broad sense of reciprocity 
with the West Indies. Trinidad might 
make a treaty with Canada, but it would 
only he the beginning, if only the one 
island were included the advantage, of 
course, would he largely in fnvor of 
Trinidad: but we must, look at it from 
the broader AVest Indies point of view." 

"What do you think should be the next 
move?" 

"Canada 1ms made the offer to tho gov- 
ernment, and I think that it rests with 
Trinidad to rc-open negotiations. AVhen 
I left on duly ,'j0 there was quite an agi- 
tation in favor of re-opening negotia- 
tions on the subject, if the Canadian 
government repeated its proposal of prac- 
tically free trade, it might bring matters 
to a head." 

Discussing Trinidad's import trade, Mr. 
Oreig pointed out many nrticles which 
Cannda should be able to supply in much 
larger quantities, such as Bower, coal, 
timber, shingles, brick, bread, hay, but- 
ter, oheesp and leather goods. Nearly 
all these goods are largely supplied by the 
United States and Great Britain.
